Egypt had 
claimed it since it lies in a direct line 
from the border marker known as 
Pillar 90 and the last marker, Pillar 
91, to the beach. However, this sliv- 
er of land clearly lay on its side of 
the border before the Six Day War, 
and some Israeli officials are press- 
ing for a line even further to the 
southwest. 

The line that the two sides are 

ed to agree upon would run 
from Pillar 91 to a site on the water's 
edge known as Parker Point slightly 
to the southwest of the line the 
Egyptians had drawn.

The Likud and Labour yesterday 
accused each other of losing Taba 
and of trying to deceive the public 
by evading responsibility for what 
was done.

Moda’i blasts Labour in his new book | Out to show that ‘black i 1S beautiful’

Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Sh arrived yesterday in 
Moscow after cutting short his visit 
to the UN, the official Tass news 
agency said, and Defence Minister 
Dmitri Yazov ended a visit to India 
a day ahead of schedule. 

The source said the meetings were 
to implement changes in line with 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev's 
promised overhaul of the country's 
politica] system. 

The Supreme Soviet, the nominal 
parliament, usually convenes twice 
a year after plenary meetings of the 
Central Committee. It last met from 
May 24-26. 

Soviet media had reported Sun- 
Gay that a regular session of the 

Supreme Soviet would begin on Oc- 
tober 27. Thursday's announcement 
of a special sitting tomorrow seemed 
to indicate urgent government 
business. 


The Central Committee had been 
expected to meet by the end of Oc- 
tober, but the source said reform 


. plans were proceeding “faster than 


‘was expected.” The source, a mem- 
ber of the Central Committee staff, 


said the committee would approve 
reforms in the party and govern- 
ment structure outlined at the Com- 
munist Party conference in June. 

He added that it was “logical” 
that personnel changes would follow 
any alterations in the organizations’ 
format. 

At its last plenum, on July 29, the 
Central Committee adopted a time-

- haul. The first deadline called for a 


draft law containing amendments to 
the Soviet Constitution and provi- 
sions to expand multi-candidate 
elections of tegislators to be ready 
by October.

UN peacekeepers win Nobel Peace Prize {U.S. rockets back 


OSLO (Reuter) — United Nations 
peacekeeping forces, whose blue- 
helmeted soldiers risk their lives po- 
licing world flashpoints and conffict 
zones, won the 1988 Nobel Peace 


Nobel committee spokesman Egil 
Aarvik told a news conference the 
$388,000 award was intended to 
strengthen the authority of the 
peacekeepers and of the world body 
as a whole. 

“We want to give more prestige to 
these forces, and through them to 
the United Nations,” he said. 

A delighted UN Secretary-Gener- 
al Javier Perez de Cuellar said he 
would come to Oslo to receive the 
award in the traditional December 
prize-giving ceremony.

metre solid-fuel booster rockets 
burned out on schedule and jetti- 
soned toward the Atlantic Ovean. 

The morning countdown was 
smooth, except for Florida's fickle 
weather. Spacecraft computers, 
configured to expect autumn winds 
in a certain range. did not have ade- 
quate data to sjeer the craft through 
weak winds at high altitude. NASA 
waited until conditions improved. 
Had the winds remained unaccept- 
able, officials would have scrubbed 
the launch effort for the day. 

“Stay with us, 1 think we'll make 
it." the launch director, Bob Sieck. 
told the astronauts after receiving an 
improving-wind analysis. Hauck 
joked in reply: “We don’t want this 
thing to leave without us.” 

Hauck and his crew of four veter- 
an astronauts awoke early, donned 
their orange, specially pressurized 
flight suits and drew enthusiastic 
cheers as they left to board the $1.5 
billion oe Once on board, 
they had to overcome problems with 
cooling systems in two of the space 
suits, the sort of minor mechanical 
glitch that nags almost every 
countdown. 

Hauck’s crew included Air Force 
Col. ‘Richard Covey; Marine Lt.

Social status and 
wealth offered little protection — 
even patrician Franklin Roosevelt 
was ἃ victim. 

Professor Shalom Hirschman, 
chairman of the department of in- 
fectious diseases at New York's re- 
oowned Mount Sinai Hospital, re- 
members that when he was 10 years 
old, his parents sent him away to the 
country for a long period because of 
the epidemic in his Brooklyn neigh~ 
bourhood. Later, as a physician, he 
recalled hundreds of people lined up 
in hospital corridors waiting to be 
respirated in the “iron-lung” ma- 
chines. Similar epidemics all over 
the world terrorized helpless par- 
ents and their children. 

But thanks to the Salk vaccine 
(developed in 1955) and the Sabin 
vaccine (introduced in 1961), the in- 
cidence of infantile paralysis has 
been dramatically reduced. There 
has been an annual average of 12 
cases in the U.S. in the past decade, 
and Hirschman -- here to lecture at 
Laniado Hospital in Netanya -- told 
The Jerusalem Post that he has seen 
only two or three cases at Mount 
Sinai Hospital in the the past two 
decades. There are so few cases, he 
noted, that it is very difficult for 
most American doctors to diagnose. 

According to the Health Minis- 
try's chief epidemiologist, Dr. Paul 
Slater, the annual polio rate report- 
ed to the World Health Organiza- 
tion (WHO) two years ago was 14 in 
France, 97 in West Germany, 175 in 
.the USSR, and none in Iceland, 
Luxembourg, Czechoslovakia or 
East Germany. There have been 
fewer than a dozen annually in Isra- 
el, compared to 34 cases in 1979. 
The WHO talks in terms of near- 
eradication in the developed world. 


THE BELIEF that infantile paraly- 
sis was behind us made the current 
“outbreak” (the Health Ministry's 
term) or “epidemic” (the preferred 
description of some public-health 
experts) all the more frightening. 
The first two cases in Or Akiva, 
announced at the end of August, 
have been the most serious so far.

Sewage testing as a preventive measure against viral disease 


THE CURRENT sewage testing for 
polio represents “the first time in 
Israel and probably also in the world 
that an outbreak of a severe disease 
was followed so intensively by test- 
ing sewage at critical points instead 
of testing thousands and thousands 
of people,” the head of the testing 
programme said. 

“It's also the first time that deci- 
sions [on how to cope with an out- 
break of disease] were taken on the 
basis of results found in sewage,” 
Dr. Yossi Manor told The Jérusalem 
Post on Wednesday. 

For the last three years, Manor, 
40, has been the director of the En- 
vironmental Virology Department 
in the country’s central virology lab- 
oratory at Tel Hashomer Hospital. 
Ordinarily. his department does 
Toutine testing for the presence of 
viruses in effluent used for irriga- 

_ tion, in water pollution, aerosols 
and in other possible carriers. 

But Manor and his small staff 
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confirmed by mid-week, and four 
others were suspected of having the 
disease. 


Gabbai, who breathes with the 
help of a respirator attached by ἃ 
tube to a hole in her trachea, took 
the news of her illness (she learned 
of it from the radio rather than from 
her doctors) stoically. She told a 
reporter in a whispered voice that 
she had been “chosen” as a victim 
because of divine retribution.

Health Ministry assurances to the 
public that over 95 per cent of the 
population has natural immunity 
from steady exposure to smail 
amounts of the virus or acquired 
immunity from vaccinations fell on 
nearly deaf ears. Pharmacies, which 
in the past sold very little vaccine, 
began to offer tens of thousands of 
units to clients who came bearing a 
doctor's prescription. Although the 
government pays only a few U.S. 
cents per dose (vaccinations are ad- 
ministered to infants in family- 
health centres) pharmacies have 
been charging the government-con- 
trofied rate of NIS 10. Some doctors 
- taking advantage of the panic and 
limited supply to pharmacies — were 
even suspected of stealing serum 
from government supplies and vac- 


said on an open-line radio pro- 
gramme this week that there is no 
polio danger from swimming in the 
Kinneret. except at specific beaches 
closed by the ministry when sewage 
samples show pollution. 


POLIOMYELITIS (the name 
comes from two Greek words: po- 
lios, meaning grey, and myelos, 
meaning marrow). is the inflamma- 
tion of the grey matter of the brain 
and the spinal cord. It is sometimes 
called infantile paralysis, because 
doctors once thought only infants 
were affected, and that it always 
caused paralysis. {π᾿ fact, it can af- 
fect persons of any age (but adults 
over 40 are usually protected by im- 
munity today) and it only rarely 
leaves the victim paralyzed. 

The initial symptoms resemble 
the flu: fever, sore throat and vomit- 
ing. These may even disappear after 
a day. Doctors believe there are 
over 100 cases of mild polio for ev- 
ery case of paralytic polio. In the 
severe form of the disease, there 
may be severe headaches, the neck 
and back become stiff and the mus- 
cles become tender to touch or pres- 
sure. The muscles in the extremities 
may lose some or all of their 
strength, and in the most severe 
form, even the muscles that control 
breathing are paralyzed. 

The virus is transmitted through 
direct contact through feces or by 
excretions from the mouth, and less 
often by contaminated water and

After having been fed a steady 
diet of government scandals and

or may not be effective. 

There have been different opin- 
ions about other potential sources of 
the virus. Swimming in the Mediter- 
Tanean does not pose a polio threat, 
says Slater of the ministry, because 
the virus can't survive the salt. But 
he doesn’t recommend swimming in 
the Kinneret “‘at any time” because 
of the various of pollutants 
and organisms in the water. Howev-

were pressed into emergency duty 
after two cases of polio were discov- 
ered in Or Akiva a month ago. Sew- 
age samples were first tested in Or 
Akiva, and in the Hadera area, 
Zichron Yaakov, Ramle, Lod and 
northern Druse villages.

With 10 polio cases confirmed — 
nine in Israet and one in the West 
Bank — Manor said the current crisis 
is now over; but he allowed for the 
possibility that ‘one or two more 
cases” could turn up in the tests. 
Manor revealed that five Arabs in 
Israel and the Gaza Strip were dis- 
covered to have: polio during the 


food supplies. There are three 
strains of the virus, and each of 
them can cause paralysis. The virus 
incubates in the victim for a week or 
two before the disease shows symp- 
toms, and can infect others in direct 
contact with him for a few days or 
weeks after that. It then moves into 
the intestines, and then travels along 
the nerve fibres or is carried by the 
bloodstream into the central ner- 
vous system. There it takes over 
the nerve cells and multiplies so fast 
that they damage or kill the cell. 
The patient is paralyzed when a 
large number of nerve cells are de- 
stroyed. 

Hirschman says that there is no 
cure for polio. Damage to nerves is 
irreversible, but some muscle use 
can be recovered through rehabilita- 
tion if the nerves have not been 
destroyed. “I've seen patients at- 
tached to respirators but who even- 
tually are able to walk and to have 
children.” Scientists in various 
countries are working, however, on 
muscle treatments. 


AS FOR prevention, the American 
authorities first used the Salk vac- 
cine, which contains a killed virus 
and must be injected. The serum 
Boe: biplap ets ate 
against polio to the person who ;

early months of the year, but that 
these cases were treated as isolated 
incidents.

ASKED IF HE thought the ministry 


would now institute regular, preven- 
tive testing of sewage for viruses, 
Manor replied, “I hope that later a

the environment via the feces. 

The vaccine developed by Dr. Al- 

bert Sabin of the University of Cin- 
cinnati (appraved for use in the U.S. 
in 1961} quickly took over from 
Salk. The Sabin vaccine is atienuat- 
ed for weakened}. and thus unable 
to cause the disease but able to pro- 
duce antibodies against the disease 
in the individual. It has 2 number of 
benefits: not only is iz administered 
simply with two drops on the 
tongue. but it attaches itself to mu- 
cous cclis in the gut. preventing the 
virus from attaching itself. Anyone 
who comes in contact with the vacci- 
nated person's feces (by diaper, by 
contact with sewage or other ways) 
becomes immunized himself. 

There are a number of disadvan- 
tages however. Babies wha vomit or 
have diarrhea within a day after get- 
ting the Sabin serum are likely to 
remain unprotected. It is rarely giv- 
en to those aged 18 and over except 
during epidemics. because. accord- 
ing to the American Public Health 
Association. it can actually cause 
the disease in adults more frequent- 
ἵν than the Salk vaccine. 

Nevertheless, the danger posed 
by vaccine remains quite negligible: 
it occurs in one out of three million 
people (who were not previously 
vaccinated) according to American 
statistics, and in one out of 500,000 
according to Israeli figures. 

There is some disagreement 
about what type of vaccine to use in 
normal times, although nearly ev- 
eryone agrees that the Sahin yaccine 
is most effective in bringing a quick 
end to an epidemic or outbreak. 

Almost all [sraeli infants receive 
four doses of Sabin vaccine by the 
time they start walking. Former 
chief of epidemiology, Professor Ti- 
berio Shwartz, launched a pilot pro- 
ject in Hadera and the environs in 
which babies have been receiving 
only Salk vaccine since 1982. The 
man who took over the epidemiolo- 
gy post in February, 1987, Dr. 
Slater, explains that “there were 
very good reasons behind this. 
There had been a polio outbreak in 
the Hadera area a decade ago, and 
cases of paralytic polio continued to 
appear in people who had received 
the Sabin oral vaccine.” © 

Dr. Slater concedes that Hadera 
could very well be one of the two 
centres of the current outbreak be- 
cause only Salk was used, without 
the Sabin vaccine. Natural immuni- 
ty was not spread through the feces 
of children, because they did not 
receive the attenuated-virus vac- 
cine. 


But the chief epidemiologist says 
that if the Health Ministry decides 
to vaccinate all babies with Salk and 
Sabin vaccines {in separate doses), 
Israel will become only the second 
country in the world to do so, after 
Denmark. where the last case was 
reported in 1981. Dr. Slater doubts, 
however, that we will ever know for 
sure why the current outbreak oc-

“We've proved that this is a pow-" 
erful tool, and it would be a stupid 
decision to neglect it. We can pre- 
vent cases of polio and other viruses 
.-instead of waiting for the first 
cases to appear,” the doctor said. 

The current tests are conducted 
on sewage coming through the “‘fi- 
nal pipe” before it enters a sewage 
treatment facility. Feces from the 
sewage are then cultured on tissue 
from monkey kidneys. 

Two kinds of polio virus can show 
up in the culture: the harmless “‘vac- 
cine strain” that comes from live 
polio virus used in weakened form 
in the Sabin oral vaccine adminis- 
tered since the 1960s; and the infec- 
tious “wild” virus that can cause 
polio. 

In the first part of the test, the 
tissue is heated to 40 degrees, which 
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curred now and why it hit the Ha- 
dera area. 

Both vaccines have been adminis- 
tered for a number of years in Ju- 
dea, Samaria and the Gaza Strip 
under a programme initiated by Dr. 
Ted Tulchinsky (the ministry did not 
permit an interview with him).

Strain viruses to grow. Thus, if the 
virus grows on the heated tissue, 
there is a good chance that it is 
“wild” and dangerous. 

To prove whether the virus is 
wild, faboratory technicians treat 
the virus with a serum containing 
antibodies that will neutralize wild 
virus. If the virus stops growing, the 
indication is quite strong that the 
virus is infectious. 

The last portion of the test in- 
volves applying monocional anti- 
tudies to the virus to make a final 
-Jentification. Altogether, the test 
takes about two weeks before final 
results are in, Manor noted. 

Following the findings of polio in 
Or Akiv.. the wild virus turned up 
in tests of sewage in the Hadera and 
Ramle-Lod areas, whose citizens 
were then vaccinated against the dis- 
ease. Future decisions on whether to 
vaccmate in other areas will be 
based on the results of the current 
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why Israeli children above the age of 
infancy were not vaccinated in the 
early 60s, or since then. “They were 
busy immunizing 30,000 or 40,000 
babies a year. Perhaps it was expen- 
sive or difficult to obtain for the 
others. But he suggests that “if they 
survived the polio epidemics of the 
50s and 60s without coming down 
with the severe form of the disease, 
they had to receive natural immuni- 
ty from exposure to the virus at the 
time.”

OTHER candidates for the severe 
form are children whose parents re- 
fused to vaccinate them for ideologi- 
cal reasons, immigrants from under- 
developed countries wha came as 
adults and may not have received 
vaccinations here, and babies whose 
oral vaccination didn't “take” for 
one reason or another.

“The results until now justify the 
decision taken by the Health Minis- 
try not to vaccinate all the popula- 
tion” in response to the polio out- 
break, according to Manor.

THAT, IN A NUTSHELL, is the 
path to economic success, according 
to Shoul Eisenberg. After witness- 
ing, and taking part in, the econom- 
ic miracles in Japan and later in 
South Korea, it is hardly surprising 
that his advice to Israel is to create 
“Israel, Inc.” modelled on the pat- 
tern of Japan, Lac. 

Whether it can be done here is a 
different matter, but Eisenberg is 
clearly not very keen on sociology, 
and prefers to ignore the differences 
between the unruly and stiff-necked 


Jews and the disciplined Orientals. 
But he impatiently dismissed this 
line of reasoning. “If the system 
here cannot be changed from top to 
bottom, thes they will never reach 
economic independence,” he de- 
clared flatly. By way of statistical 
support, he noted that the giant 
South Korean firm Samsung em- 
Ploys 160,000 people and has a turn- 


over of $20 billion, of which the balk - 


is exported. Israel's industrial work- 
force is greater, its output less, and 
its exports considerably less. Mean- 
while over 400,000 people are em- 
Ployed by our central, and qua- 
fe goveramental bodies. 

Eisenberg didn’t limit his critique 
to the need for, and lack of, overall 
coordination and planning: ‘The in- 
vestment law in Israel is not bad, in 
terms of the incentives it offers for- 
eign investors, compared with those 
available in other countries. But the 
general business environment is ter- 
Tible. This begins with the govern- 
ment ministries. Where more than 
One ministry is involved in authoriz- 
ing a project, there are already great 
problems. If three are involved, it 
becomes completely impossible. 
With no overall authority to take 
charge, each one pulls its own way.” 

Apparently surprised at his own 
vehemence, at least in the context of 
an on-the-record interview, he con- 
sidered stopping, or even retracting 
some of bis comments.

In his public statement, Safra 
stressed that Safra Republic will

Getting involved by default

“I help Israel wherever possible, 
through my political friends.” An- 
other inscrutable statement that can 
mean anything. Only on the issue of 
arms trading does he become em- 
phatic: “I am not in any military 
business." But here, too, one might 
assume that the contacts he has 
made ‘around the world, and espe- 
cially in the Far East, in a lifetime of 
trading, would be more than useful. 


But, ‘by his own testimony, his 
Israeli operations are only now mov- 
ing iato high gear and, indeed, if 
only some of his planned projects 
reach fruition, he will become far 
more prominent here in the next few 
years than he has been in the past. 

Which is a puzzling, almost con- 
tradictory, state of affairs. But no 
more so than many other things this 
unusual man had to say on his first 
venture into the limelight. Maybe 
we have grown too accustomed to 
the shallow, reveal-it-all-at-once, 
noisy, ego-boosting ‘hype’ of the 
rich American Jews. But they too 
might take 8 leaf from the Eisenberg 
style-book. Doubtless there is an old 
Chinese or Japanese proverb that 
says it better, but an adaptation of 
the old Teddy Roosevelt dictum will 
have to do: Speak softly, and carry 2 
big bank balance. 
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Plastic-bullet ricochet 


THEORETICALLY, the challenge of the in- 
tifada can be met in three differeat ways: by a 
radical alteration of Israel's policy on the ter- 
ritories; by a brutal suppression of the rioting 
regardless of casualties, or by graduated mili- 
tary force combined with an invigorated polit- 
ical process. 

This range of options, however, exists only 
in theory. A fundamental shift in Israel's oc- 
cupation policy, sufficient to persuade the 
Palestinian leadership to call the intifada off, 
depends on new political decisions by both 
parties to the conflict. Israel will not make-any 
promises to the Palestinians before the next 
government is formed, if then, but even then 
only. after the adversary has shown itself to be 
a serious partner to peace talks. So far it has 
plainly failed to do so. 

Of the IDF’s physical ability to drown the 
rebellion in rivets of blood there is no ques- 
tion. King Hussein did it, and so did Hafez 
Assad after him, and Saddam Hussein is now 
doing it to the Kurds in eastern Iraq, and none 
of these Arab potentates has been read out of 
the Arab League, or the U.N. or the list of 
regular guys kept by the world’s assorted 
“progressive forces.” Some bloody-minded 
Israelis, as well as anti-intifada Palestinians, 


have been suggesting that Israel-follow that | 


Arab example. There is no chance, or danger, 
that the IDF, so long as it is true to itself, will 
heed the advice. 2 

The only option realistically available to 
Israel has been that of trying to reduce Pales- 
tinian violence to a manageable level, compat- 
ible with the continuéd pursuit of 4 negotiated 
political solution. The imperative of a political 
solution has been repeatedly underlined by 
the man entrusted with ensuring that the inti- 


fada be contained and diminished: Defence’ 


Minister Yitzhak Rabin. . 
_ That imperative was, freshly emphasized by 
Mr. Rabin at a press conference he held at 
Bejt E] military headquarters on Tuesday. 
Unfortunately, the minister's statement on 
that subject receivéd no play whatever. What 
did receive world-wide publicity, and earned 
immediate reproof in Washington and Lon- 
don, was Mr. Rabin’s hearty approval, at that 
occasion, of the use of plastic bullets by the 


troops as a means of deterring rioters by maxi- 
mizing their injuries. It took a post factum 
“explanation” by Mr. Rabin's spokesman to 
make it clear that plastic bullets were designed 
to break up riots by causing injury. not death. 
to the rioters. In other words. that what the 
minister had in mind was precisely the avoid- 
ance of resort to Arab-style pacification. 

That such an explanation was at all required 
points, however, to a basic flaw in Mr. Ra- 
bin’s method of conducting public relations. 
He tends to. depend on plain. nay blunt. 
speaking. .Adthough the results are not uni- 
formly felicitous, he keeps letting the chips 
fall where they may, even in the wrong places. 
The stunned world-wide reaction to his orders 
to the troops, earlier this year. to — as he 
himself phrased it — “beat. beat. beat,” did 
not trigger second thoughts. 

What he had meant then is what he means 
now, too: exact the maximum possible cost 
from the largest possible number of rioters, 
but with minimum fatalities. He cannot have 
imagined the degree of worry caused, espe- 


-cially abroad, by his declared lack of worry 


over the rise in injuries to demonstrators — 
and especially by his statement that “this is 
precisely our aim.” - 

If the lack of finesse were Mr. Rabin’s.only 
deficiency it might not, for all that, be overly 
worrisome. The real trouble lies, first, in the 
fact that plastic bullets do kill. Although they 
are su ἃ to be fired at a minimum range 
of 70 metres, only by trained personne! and 
only at people's legs, these formal limitations 
are not very strictly observed. Plastic bullets 
are in fact fired at all ranges by inexpert 
soldiers at all parts of the body, and their 
consequences are not infrequently lethal. Two 
Gazans were reported killed by plastic bullets 
the day Mr. Rabin held his press conference. 

Such measures may keep the the intifada 
from escalating, but they will not suppress it. 
In the meantime, these bullets help ourture 
the belief that Israel may go on indefinitely, 
and painlessly, treading political water. Mr. 
Rabin does not share that belief. But he has 
yet to.link these usages of military force with a 
defined set of political goals which military 
force is always supposed to serve.

Jumping off the Third World bandwagon 


BY THE BEGINNING of the 
1970s, it seemed that Israe] was 
about to leave its friends in the 
Third World countries behind and 
take its place among the developed 
industrial elite group of nations. But 
then along came the Yom Kippur 
War, which set us back decades. We 
put a lot of money into defence. At 
the same time, more and more 
countries in Europe and Southeast 
Asia were leaving us behind, stuck 
in our demagogic world. 

What characterizes Third World Ὁ 
countries is that they cannot deal 
with the basic necessities needed to 
run a moderna society. Thus, some- 
times the easiest way out for Third 
World governments is to smooth 
over their problems with superficial 
projects that, while expensive, still 
seem a favourite way of cheating 
their inhabitants. 


Sometimes it seems that we are 
striving to rejoin the Third World 
bandwagon. We are paying the price 
for our megalomanic dreams of be- 
ing a medium superpower without 
making sacrifices like some nations 
during their take-off period, work- 
ing harder and saving more. We pre- 
fer to be like America — instantly. 

First we allowed our telephone 
network to collapse. We thought 
that it was only because it was a 
government-ruo telecommunica- 
tions office that the system was so

inefficient, but even when it became 
the Bezek company, which was also 
more expensive, the service wors- 
ened, to the extent that it reached 
laughable proportions. A joke is 
told about a tourist arriving in Israel 
who was amazed at the improve- 
ment in the electronics industry. 
Asked how after being in Israel.for 
such a short time he had already - 
found that out, he replied that in 
most countries a busy signal is re- 
ceived only after alt the digits have 
been dialled, but here one can find 
this out after the first digit. - 

We have got used to the fact that 
we have to do. a lot of running 
around, since arranging anything by 
phone is virtually impossible.

THE PRICE OF MILK 
To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, --, Congratulations to Martha 
Meisel on her 20 years as a consum- 
er columnist. However, we strenu- 
ously object to two points in her 
article of September 16. 


First, her quote that “the cost of 
milk sold in cartons will make a litre 
only marginally more expensive to 
the consumer” is outrageous. The 
present jucrease for a litre carton is 
almost 10 per cent and when Tauva 
passes on the extra 4 agorot, the 
increase will be over 13 per cent. 
When will Israelis learn that a 13 per 
cent increase, if only on a carton of 
milk, is more than marginal. In 
Canada, a 2 per cent increase in the 
Price of a litre carton of milk would 
spark a public outcry. 

Second, after using milk cartons 
for many years, we have not found 

them to be any sturdier or leak- 
proof than the present plastic bags. 

As Canadians who made aliya two 
years ago, we sincerely hope that 
Israelis will soon learn the value and 
spending power of money and not 
live on devalued dreams.

American supporters of Istael. To ἃ 
great extent, the behaviour of the 
two presidential candidates ‘falls 
squarely within this political tradi- 
tion. Vice President George Bush's 
Republican Party has adopted what. 
is arguably the most “pro-Israel” 
platform in history; the Democratic 
standard-bearer, Governor Michael 
Dukakis, has upped the ante by ad- 
vocating that the U.S. Embassy in 
Israel be moyéd to Jerusalem, and 
using a few words of Hebrew in an 
interview with Israel Television. 

At the same time, there have 
been some other developments that 
do not fit into the familiar, pre-elec- 
tion script. Three. of these may be 
especially noteworthy. 


AT THE Democratic Paity conven- 
tion in July, delegates committed to 
Jesse Jackson were able to secure a 
deal whereby a motion supporting 
Palestinian rights was presented and 
debated. The. motion never had a 
chance of being approved. Indeed, 
it was not even brought to a vote. 
But the very fact that the issue was 
debated, for the first time, at a na- 
tional convention of a major party, 
was viewed as an important break- 
Hrough by -pro-Arab forces in the 


Secondly. in a recent speech to a 
pro-Israel research institute in 
Washington, Secretary of State 
George Shultz stressed the centrali- 
ty of the Palestinian issue in contem- 
porary Middle Eastern problems 
("a comprehensive peace requires 
peace between Israelis and Palestin- 


ians™). He also insisted that Pales- 
Gnian political rights (“political par- 


ticipation and influence over — 


political and economic decisions 
that affect their ‘lives) be recog- 
nized and addressed. And he firmly 
“Fejected some ideas popular on the 
right of Israel's political spectrum: 
that further territorial withdrawal is 
not required by UN Resolution 242, 
that Jordan can be a Palestinian 
State, that “transfer” is a feasible 
alternative. 

Shultz did not mention the PLO: 
he repeated his Opposition to an in- 
dependent Palestinian state; and he 
recognized that Israel would not re- 
tum to the 1967 borders. 

His is hardly a pro-Arab posture. 
In fact, it is an implicit endorsement 
of the position of one major body of 
Israeli: opinion. Nevertheless, the 
very willingness of the secretary of 
state (a card-carrying Republican 
despite his traditional non-partisan- 
ship during an election campaign) to 
distance himself so clearly from an- 
other major stream of Israeli opin- 
ion, at a time like this and before a 
forum like this, certainly bears 
pondering. 3 

The third curiosity bas to do with 
referenda. In the context of general 
elections, Americans are sometimes 
also asked to indicate their prefer- 
ences on specific issues of local or 
national concem. A question on the 
Newton, Massachusetts ballot asks 
the following: 

“Shall the representative from 
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this district be instructed to vote in 
favour of a resolution calling upon 
the U.S. government to support the 
principles of self-determination for 


. Israel and the Palestinian people: 


creation of a Palestinian state in the 
‘West Bank and Gaza Strip next to 
Israel; and security for Israel and a 
Palestinian State?" 

Newton is a middle-class suburb 
of Boston (right next to’ Dukakis’s 
hometown of Brookline) with a 
large, active Jewish community. 
The referendum outcome is almost a 
foregone conclusion: it will proba- 
bly be defeated by an overwhelming 
majority. But its very appearance on 
the ballot (along with a more virv- 
Jently anti-Israel formulation ia 
nearby Cambridge) constitutes 2 
blip op some political radar-screen. 


THESE EVENTS, in and of them- 
selves, are quite insignificant. But 
within the larger context of possible 
post-November developments, they 
may be straws in the wind. 

The structural basis for Israel's 
popularity in the U.S. is, in any 
event, something of ἃ wasting asset; 
sympathy engendered by Jewish suf- 
fering must decline as memory of 
the Holocaust recedes in time, and 
the ability of the Jewish community 
to influence public and Congressio- 


nal attitudes toward the Middle East 
is increasingly challenged by a more 
organized, active and self-confident 
Arab-Americans community. 

But in addition to these longer- 
term trends, there are two factors 
which will be of immediate impor- 
tance in January 1989. 


The first concerns Israel's place in 
America’s overall outlook on the 
world. Whichever candidate is elect- 
ed, the next administration will be 
operating in a dramatically different 
environment from the one which 
faced the last new president. 


When Ronald Reagan was elect- 
ed in 1980, the Soviet Union had 
just invaded Afghanistan, and the 
Iran-Jraq war had just broken out. 
When the next president is elected, 
the Soviet Union will have with- 


ghanistan and the Lran-iraq border 
will probably be quiet, i 
peaceful. 

The first change symbolizes the 
diminution of the Soviet military 
threat to the Middle East (and, ina 
wider sense, an entirely less threat- 
ening Soviet ire with respect to 
the Third World). The second 
change signals the containment of 
the Iranian threat to the “moder- 
ate” Arab states in the Gulf. 
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In other words, Israel's strategic 
value as a pro-Western bastion will 
have depreciated and the compara- 
tive salience of the Israeli-Arab 
(Palestinian) conflict in the Middle 
East wil] have tisen. 

The other major difference is that 
the new president will be faced with 
8. gargantuan budget deficit and na- 
tional debt. The only way to begin 
to come to grips with this problem 
(apart from more taxes or more bor- 
Towing) is through major spendin; 
cuts, and since such a large part οἱ 
federal expenditure is non-discre- 
donary (entitlements. debt service). 
any cuts that are made will have to 
fall disproportionately on defence 
{already down, in real terms. since 
1985) and foreign aid. 


ISRAEL HAS had a special claim 
en America’s political and material 
resources because it has made a spe- 
cial appeal to America's conscience 
— as an embattled, peace-loving de- 
mecracy which appears to confirm 
America’s moral self-image. 

Despite the pseudo-strategic ar- 
guments of Israeli tough guys. it is 
sympathy for Israel. not some 19th 
century “coaling station” mentality, 
that has led the U.S. to take Israel's 
side in international diplomacy. to 
Pass up lucrative arms sales to Arab 
States, and to grant Israel the largest 
share of its foreign aid. 

But Israel has recently done much 
to draw down the reservoir of 
American goodwiil, and little to re- 


plenish it; the impact of the intifada, 
however worrisome, would proba- 
bly have been even worse but for 
two fortuitous circumstances: the in- 
ability of the PLO thus far to come 
forward with an unambiguous peace 
policy; and the impending elections 
in Israel. which provide a kind of 
grace period until Israelis have the 
chance to make up their minds. 

Because of the new international 
environment and the demise of 
borrow-and-spend™ economic phi- 
losophies in Washington, U.S.-Is- 
raeli relations, even in the absence 
of other aggravating circumstances, 
aré unlikely to be as harmonious 
after 1989 as they have been under 
Reagan. The potential for friction 
will be much greater if the Patestin- 
ians are able to pose a real challenge 
in the form of a coherent political 
position that Americans can take 
seriously. 

But the danger of real deteriora- 
tion is greatest of all if Israelis elect a 
government which, however much it 
proclaims its desire for peace. pur- 
sues policies that reasonable Ameri- 
cans (not reasonable Israelis) be- 
lieve are obstacles to peace. 

In this sense, the future of U.S. 
israeli relations ultimately depends. 
not on elections in the United 
States, but on policy choices in Jeru- 
salem after the elections in Israel. 

Beginning next year, there will be 
fewer American buffers to absorb 
bad Israeli choices, and if there are 
enough of these. no amount of “Is- 
rael — strategic asset” rhetoric will 
be enough to prevent a falling out of 
truly major proportions.

NOW THAT the final party candi- 
dates’ lists have been submitted to 
the Central Elections Committe, 
that body will have to deal with the 
proposals for the invalidation of sev- 
eral lists — specifically, Kahane's 
Kach and the Arab Progressive List 
for Peace, and possibly even others. 

In the July 1984 elections, the 


' Central Elections Committee invali- 


dated those two lists — Kach on the 
grounds that it was racist and: sub- 
versive of democracy, and the PLP 
on the grounds that it was opposed 
to the Jewish nature of the state. 
Those decisions were quashed on 
appeat to the High Court of Justice, 
which found that the committee had 
acted without legal authorization. In 
its decision, the High Court urged 
the Knesset to pass legislation to 
provide a Isgal basis for Centrai 
Elections Committee decisions. 

In the summer of 1985, a year 
after the elections and that High 
Court .ruling, the Knesset passed 
such legislation stating (my transla- 
tion): "A list of candidates shall not 
participate in the elections if its aims 
or actions explicitly or explicitly in- 
clude one of the following: 1) nega- 
tion.of.the existence of the State of. 
Ispael_ asthe xtate.of. the Jewish.Rec:; 
ple; 2) negation of the democratic. 
nature of the state; 3) racist agita- 
tion. ‘f-a' list qualifies for invalida- 
tion according to one of the above 
three criteria, it shall be invalidated 
by the Central Elections 
Committee.” 

How should these newly legislat- 
ed criteria be applied under the pre- 
sent circumstances? It is certainly 
open to question and debate wheth- 
er all views and actions fabelled 
“anti-democratic” or “racist” are 


‘* indeed so. But there can be no ques- 


tion that the right to vote and to 


’" stand for election are among the 


basic attributes of a democratic sys- 
tem. The first answer to the ques- 
tion posed above must therefore be. 


To invalidate or not? 


“with very great care.” 

The need for such care has been 
highlighted in recent weeks by de- 
mands by individuals on the left that 
not only Kahane’s Kach be invali- 
dated, but that Rehavam Ze’evi's 
Motledet and Rafael Eitan’s Tzomet 
also be disqualified — the former be- 
cause of its’ open espousal of the 
expulsion (‘‘transfer™) of the Pales- 
tinians from the administered terri- 
tories, and the latter because of its 
more veiled support for such a trans- 
fer. Some have raised a similar de- 
mand, for the same reason,’ in re- 
gard to Tehiya. 

Interestingly, the Movement for 
Progressive Judaism (Reform) has 
also called on the chairman of the 
Central Elections Committee, Jus- 
tice Eliezer Goldberg, to consider 
invalidating Agudat Yisrael, “‘be- 
cause in its principles and expres- 
sions, it is seeking to negate the 
democratic nature of the State of 
Israel.” : 
THIS LATTER: demand 
strange'ds it may sound to sortie. For 
any party that openly strives to es- 
tablish the State of Israel on the 
constitutional basis of the Halacha, 
as opposed to legislation adopted by 
the people and its elected represen- 
tatives, is by definition negating the 
democratic nature of our political 
system. But then, one could possibly 
apply the same criterion to Shas, 
and possibly to a National Religious 
Party headed today by an Avner 
Shaki, who has openly espoused 
such a basic change. . 

‘What to do about the basic anti- 
democratic nature of the Haredi 
parties is admittedly a serious prob- 
lem. Dealing with it, however, 
should be postponed, but not for too 


is pot as. 
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long, on the principle of everything 
in its own good time. Two criteria 
whick should clearly not be used in 
applying the law are the calculation 
of the political gains and losses to 
other parties that could derive from 
the invalidation of any list, and the 
public embarrassment and discomfi- 
ture caused by the mere views held 
by 8 party -- as opposed to its ac- 
tions. 


The calculators of political odds 
have been busy speculating that the 
Likud and the further right of Te- 
hiya, Moledet and Tzomet could 
gain from an invalidation of Kach, 
and that Labour and the further left 
of Ratz and possibly Abdel Wahab 
Darousha'’s Democratic List could 
gain from an invalidation of the 
PLP. These are invalid consider- 


ations. They may, nonetheless, have . 


some influence onthe voting of the | 
party representatives in the Central 

jections Committee, but it is to be 
hoped that the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Justice Goldberg, and the 
justices on the High Court who 
would sit on the appeals, would 
make no bones about ruling out 
such considerations, in the absence 
of hard evidence. 

Similarly, it is not enough that 
Kahane‘s racist fulminations, and 
his determination to table racist leg- 
islation in the Knesset, are an em- 
barrassment to most of us. The as~ 
sertion that it is intolerable to accept 
the mere existence of Jewish racists 
and fascists. is itself a racist argu~ 
ment, as if Jewish genes as opposed 
to those of the goyim, should 


have made us immune to those 
loathsome political diseases. In the 
case of Kahane, to my mind, there is 
ample evidence of his and his party’s 
Tacist “agitation” as opposed to 
mere views, in ἃ long list of attempts 
to enter Arab villages and to warn 
their residents to get out of the 
country or be thrown out, and of 
sheer agitation to mayhem in the 
instances of recent anti-Arab riots. 

Ze'evi, on the other hand, has 
been at pains to make clear that he is 
not calling for the expulsion of Arab 
citizens from Israel. As shocking as 
the open cal} for the transfer of Pal- 
estinians from the occupied teritor- 
ies may be, it is something quite 
different from Kahane's demand to 
expel all Arabs, including the Israeli 
Arabs. This is even more true of the 
more circumspect stances of Raful's 


*Tgomer and of Teniya.. 


INTHE CASE of the PLP, I believe 
that there is sufficient evidence for a 
decision to invalidate it, as negating 
the existence of Israe] as a Jewish 
state. But I believe that the PLP is a 
more borderline case, in which the 
validity of the evidence for such a 
decision should be tested before the 
High Court. 

The reason I feel that an assertion 
of the subversive nature of the PLP 
should be put to the test is that I feel 
that it is essential to confront the 
Arabs of Israel with a clear delinea- 
tion of “red lines.”” This is admitted- 
ly a tricky area. The Arabs are citi- 
zens of Israel] but there is a 
significant element among them — 


some would put it at about 20 per 
cent - who are determined oppo- 

nents of the existence of Israel. { am 

not speaking of Israeli Arabs who 
deeply resent the many instances of 
official and personal discrimination 
against them, and are determined to 

Organize to fight for their equal 
rights as Israelis. f am speaking of 
those who truly believe in the mes- 
sage implied in the slogan “We shall 
redeem Arab Galilee with our spirit 
and blood,” which is often heard at 
Arab wedding. 

In the case of the PLP, whose 
leader Mohammed Miari was asso- 
ciated with the subversive Al-Ard 
movement which was ruled illegal 
by the High Court in 1965. these 
views have expressed themselves in 
actively seeking contact with the 
PLO leadership abroad. To my 
mind, that constitutes sufficient evi- 
dence of subversion. I believe it is 
important to draw the line against 
such subversive contacts ~ not mere- 
ly opinions — for the good of the. 
large majority of the’ Israeli-Arabs: 
who are being pulled in opposing = 
pro and anti-Israel — directions. 

_ This is an important enough ques- 
tion to be submitted to the test of a 
High Court appeal. Which raises the 
question of the Rakah Communists 
who, too, have made no secret of 
their support for the PLO. The 
question of invalidating Rakah was 
raised in 1965. when Al-Ard was 
disqualified. At that time the deci- 
sion not to seek the invalidation of 
Rakah was based largely on an argu- 
ment advanced by the Security Ser- 
vices that they preferred their po- 
tential subversives to remain above 
ground, where they could be more 
easily identified rather than being 


driven underground, where it would 
be much more difficult to keep tabs 
on them. 

One should also note, however, 
that the much more politically savvy 
Rakah has been more circumspect 
than the PLP in regard to all matters 
that could put its legality into 
question. In fact one of the argu- 
ments being levelled against Rakah 
in radical Israeli-Arab circles is that 
the Communist party has long ago 
sold out to “collaboration with the 
Zionists.“ . 

The entire question of what a 
democratic state should do with the 
fact that it contains elements in its 
midst who are clearly subversive of 
the democratic system is admittedly 
a difficult one. Those difficulties, 
however, should not utterly para- 
fyse a democratic state. The Israeli 
political tradition is largely built on 
the background of the European ex- 
perience which has learned the les- 
sons that Hitler's Nazis reached 
power in Germany by democratic 
means, as did other European fas- 
cist regimes, and then proceeded to 
abolish democracy. israel has never 
acquiesced in the position of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 


τ which supported the right of Nazi 
to march in the city of Skakie;- 


Illinois, with its large population of 
Jewish Holocaust survivors, on the 
argument of preservation of the 
right of freedom of speech. Kahane 
in Umm el-Fahm is the exact equiv- 
alent of Nazis in Skokie. Democra- 
cies must take great pains to pre- 
serve the rights of minorities ~ 
whether religious, ethnic or politi- 
cal. This, however, should not in- 
clude the insanity of insisting on 
safeguarding the rights of those who 
openly declare their determination 
to abolish those rights for ail, if and 
when they attain the power to do so.

The centrist Orthodox rabbis are

Lest but not least, the ultra-Or- 
thodox camp is not at all monolithic. 
The ultra-Orthodox are divided into 
many groups that differ in physical 
appearance and religious obser- 
vance and are at least as hostile to 
one another as religionists and secu- 


larists are. 

The hostility has led at times to 
physical violence. And the formal 
pronouncements about each other 
are the saddest examples of verbal 
violence that Israel has yet beheld. 
Realistically speaking. they will not 
even unite to fight the centrist Or- 
thodox and the non-Orthodox. 

The intolerance that is almost in- 
digenous to the ultra-Orthodox also 
increases the proliferation of groups 
among them, and this, too, will con- 
tinue to cause the more tolerant to 
abandon ultra-Orthodoxy for the 
greener, calmer pastures of the 
centrists. 

The ultra-Orthodox may not like 
to hear it, but their society — if suck 
it can be called — is becoming afflict- 
ed with all the ills of modern societ- 
ies: the weakening of family ties. 
mental illness, drugs, even sexual 
promiscuity. One cannot now ascer- 
tain which segments of Jewry are the 
most afflicted. Suffice it to say that 
none has the formula for a utopian 
togetherness. 


HOWEVER, THE sense of trium- 
phalism of the Haredim - and even 
of many of the centrist Orthodox 
vis-a-vis the non-Orthodox ~ is not 
only ugly, but rums counter to a 


cherished Jewish tradition. One 
must never rejoice over a victory 
that, one gains over one’s own kin, 
one's own co-religionists. 

The biblical precedent for this is 
to be found in King David’s behav- 
iour after he had subdued rebellions 
by two of his sons. Both sons were 
unsuccessful and were killed. Did 
King David rejoice? No. He won a 
victory as a king, but as a father he 
gave expression to his broken heart. 

At least one Jewish scholar of- 
fered this as a reason for the not-so- 
well-known fact that while one of 
the religious obligations of a Jew on 
Purim is to have a feast, there is no 
such obligation on Hanukka. Han- 
ukka is observed by the lighting of 
candles and praising and thanking 
the Lord. 

Why does the victory of the Mac- 
cabees not warrant the festivity of 
Purim — eating and drinking, ex- 
changing gifts, distributing alms? 
Simply because Hanukka commem- 
orates not only the victory of the 
Maccabees over the Greeks, but 
also their victory over their own 
brethren. Who, then, can celebrate 
in the face of the bloodshed of one’s 
own kin? 

Therefore, the sense of triumpha- 
lism of any Jewish group vis-a-vis 
another hardly speaks well of a reli- 
gious group that tnily fears God.

WHEN NUCLEAR SPY Mordechai Vananu was put on trial, Israel's 
anti-nuclear lobby rallied to support him.

IN THE ANNALS of that curious 
tradition of obscure but worthy Brit- 
ons playing supporting roles to 
Asian princes, Geoffrey Tudor 
probably deserves a footnote.

tion. As early as August 1972, when 
he was mayor of Gaza, Shawwa crit- 
icized the ‘Palestinian leadership 
which has deluded the Palestinian 
people from the early 1920s until 
today.” A top Israeli defence offi- 
cial recently quoted Shawwa as tell- 
ing him privately that the uprising 
was following the bloody and futile 
path of the 1936 Arab revolt in 
Palestine. 

While criticizing the PLO's poli- 
cies, Shawwa was a staunch advo- 
cate of Palestinian links τὸ Jordan, 
and he supported establishmentof a 
Jordanian-Palestinian confedera- 
tion. He argued that Palestinians 
were dependent on Jordanian mate- 
rial and political support, and no 
Negotiations could be held on the 
future of the territories without a 
central rote for the Hashemite king- 
don. In the end, Shawwa’s criticism 
of. the PLO and-:concem over ex- 
tremism seemed to reflect basic sen- 
timents linked to his traditional po- 
litical style and position in Gaza 
society. Shawwa represented social 
frameworks based on family influ- 
ence, wealth, education and careful 
contacts with the ruling authorities. 

Though Shawwa met with Israeli 
military and government officials, 
he did not shun confrontations with 
the military government on nation- 
alist issues. He was ousted in 1982 
for refusing to supply municipal ser- 
vices to the Shati refugee camp, on 
the grounds that absorbing the camp 
into the city would facilitate Israeli 
—— to deny the refugee prob- 

πὶ. 

The ground-rules for such con- 
frontations, however, were known, 
and what Shawwa feared most was 
an uncontrolled outbreak, a revolu- 
tionary situation which would not 
only plunge Gaza into a maelstrom 
of violence, but also threaten to un- 
dermine the traditional social and 
political frameworks he believed in. 

For this reason he favoured a ne- 
gotiated settlement over violent 
confrontation; association of the 
territories ‘with Egypt and Jordan, 
rather than going it alone under the 
sole stewardship of the volatile 
PLO. ; 

For the same reason he criticized 

what he considered irresponsible 
leadership, which he maintained 
had terrorized the majority of Pales- 
tinians into accepting its views. 
. His death amid another wave of 
violence marks the passing of a 
moderate, pragmatic style which is 
fast vanishing in the seething streets 
of his town.

Moshe Dayan’s voice has not faded 


TT IS SEVEN YEARS since Fa- 
ther’s death. He was born in the 
spring, and died in the fall. The 
wildflowers bloom on the way to the 
cemetery; flocks of migrant birds fly 
over the Emek on their route south- 
wards; the scent of clementine peels 
and guava fruit is in the air; these 
precede the state ceremony marking 


Unlike many other leaders, 
Moshe Dayan’s presence in our pub- 
lic life does not need the reinforce- 
ment of associations, commemora- 
tion days, or a once-a-year 
newspaper column. Dayan never 


left the picture, notwithstanding the - 


gallery of pictures, election notices, 
declarations, party platforms.

He never left the scene because 
the direction he provided is still val- 


id, not as an anachronistic voice ° 


from the grave echoing in the heav- 
ens, but at the Cabinet table. Da- 
yan’s voice -- that of a comrade lead- 
Ing us towards peace, interim 
arrangements or war — has not faded 
in the seven years he has not been 
with us. His political credo'- the 
perception of the Arab world and 
our chance of becoming integrated 
im it in conditions of peace — is essen- 
tial and dynamic now, more than a 
mere bequest. 

, Moshe Dayan was not alive at the 
time of the superfluous, grim war in 
Lebanon, nor during the year of in- 


tifada; not during the talks leading 
to the “London Agreement,” nor 
when Hussein opted out of direct 
involvement as the representative of 
the inhabitants of the Territories. 
Indeed, more than his absence, 
his presence is felt. Dayan's political 
creativity has passed wholly to the 
Labour Alignment, his home turf: 
his resistance to anything constitut- 
ing a stalemate. to delusion (“time is 
in our favour”), his advocacy of the 
need to launch initiatives, the 
knowledge that dialogue should be 
with the foe not with fellow-country- 
men, the fertile dynamics of forging 
ahead and searching for new paths. 


IN DAYAN'S vocabulary, you 
would not have found the term “‘sta- 
tus quo,” neither in defence nor in 
political activity, neither as a con- 


cept nor as a programme of action. 
If anyone's actions in the political 
arena deserve the slogan “break- 
through.” whose real meaning is not 
a change of direction but tenacity, 
perseverence and the courage to 
take the Zionist. Ben-Gurionist 
highway — blocked. as it is, by barri- 
ers along the way — that person is 
Moshe Dayan. 

The breakthroygh pathfinders at 
the national, historic level. by their 
very nature, are unconventional; 
the fact that Dayan continued with 
his pathfinding towards peace with 
Egypt, even when this took him to 
“foreign” territory, is neither to his 
detriment nor to that of his original 
party. Since then, it is clear, it has 
been Labour leaders who have cho- 
sen this path, and the Likud leaders

QUITE APART from all the other 
reasons J have for hating sprinter 
Ben Johnson for the fraud he perpe- 
trated at the Olympics, I have a very 
specific reason for resenting him — 
he was responsible for my making 2 
real ass of myself. 

Ϊ was so determined ta see the 
100-metre duel between him and 
Carl Lewis ia the early hours of 
Sunday morning, Israel time, that I 
was not prepared to rely on my 
trusty ally, the video, but set an 
alanm-clock to awaken me while the 
larks were still abed. 

After the race, I congratulated 
myself on my foresight. I thought 
how terrible it would have been if I 
had not seen that superbuman burst 
of power by Johnson at the very 
time it happened, instead of later, 
with prior knowledge of the result.

BUT THESE are only fantasies. ef- 
forts to recover my lost innocence. 
The fact is that I no longer get up in 
the small hours to watch the Games, 
and that I scrutinize every winner 
with suspicion. 

In A.P. Herbert's Misleading 
Cases in the Common Law, one of 
his wise judges had to deal with an 
accused, Haddock, who had jumped 
into the Thames in his clothes from 
Hammersmith Bridge during the 
Oxford and Cambridge boat race. 
He was charged with a variety of 
offences, ranging from attempted 
suicide to disturbing the peace. He 
proffered a variety of alternative de- 
fences, ending up with one that he 
was a free Englishman entitled to 
jump into the river if he felt like it. 

The leamed judge conceded that 
all the other defences were valid, 
but that the last one was like the 
13th chime of a crazy clock, which 
discredited not only itself. but all the 
other apparently credible chimes 
that it had hitherto produced. Put- 
ting the life of an Englishman under 
the microscope. he found the propo- 
sition that he was free to do what he 
wanted so utterly preposterous that 
the mere claim to such liberty invali- 
dated all Haddock’s other defences. 
So he found Haddock guilty on all 
counts. 

tm afraid that Johason’s offence 
has affected me like that 13th chime 
of a crazy clock: it has discredited 
every sportsman and sportswoman 
in my eyes. Like Peter Sellers’ in- 
spector in the The Pink Panther, 1 
suspect everybody. 

I look at Kristin Otto in the pool 
and Steffi Graf on the tennis court, 
and all I can think of is that they 


have heavy shoulders, and I wonder 
if they took drugs to develop them. 
The same thing happens. in the op- 
posite direction. when I see those 
elfin, breastiess 17-year-old girls do- 
ing such incredible things with their 
bodies in the gymnastics.

DISBELIEF in what I am watching 
extends at the moment way beyond 
the present Olympics. I wonder 
about Daley Thompson in the last 
Olympics -- how could a man be 
made of iron like that? I think back 
to the transformation of Martina 
Navratilova, which, we were told, 
was achieved by diet and special ex- 
ercises. Was there nothing more 
sinister? 

1 consider the overwhelming su- 
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lt was a mistake getting up early to watch 


Lewis - and that the drugs cause 
future grievous bodily harm to the 
user. 

It may be argued that every ath- 
lete should have the right to do what 
be likes with his own body and, if he 
is clearly aware of the risks, it is, as 
for somebody who smokes tobacco, 
his own business. As for fairness. if 
everybody had access to the drugs, 
there would be no injustice. 

Such daring propositions are re~ 
pugnant, because they make us non~ 
human, manufactured creatures, 
Chemical engineering is not very 
different from genetic engineering. 
And yet, unless the -taking can 
really be whipped, it is ible that 
we may have to lick the drug-abus- 
ers by joining them. The present 
testing system seems to be too slow 
and too haphazard.

periority of tlie Eastern bloc to the 
West in almost all branches of sport, 
with the Americans enjoying only 
spotty successes in a few isolated 
events. If the Russians or East Ger- 
mans don’t get gold, they get silver 
or bronze medals. Sometimes they 
sweep all three. 

At the time of writing, the Rus- 
sians and East Germans between 
them have taken more than double 
the number of Olympic medals the 
Americans have garnered, and the 
fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
places, after West Germany, are 
takea by Romania, China, Bulgar- 
ia and Hungary, all Communist 
countries. So 1 ask myself: what's 
the explanation? A better sytem? 
Or better drugs? 

The sporting authorities are wag- 
ing a very determined war against 
drugs. The basis of their objection is 
that they give the user an unfair 
advantage — look at Johnson beating 


H.G. Wells wrote a book called 
The Food of the Gods. about the 
discovery of a food that produced 
men and women 40-feet tall. They 
were correspondingly wise and gen- 
tle and loving, as well as strong. 
Nevertheless, the human race went 
to war against them. The attackers 
were obsessed by their dislike of the 
unlike. 


STILL ON THE subject of the 
Olympics, I do not want to appear 
churlish after all Israel Television's 
devoted efforts to supply us with the 
latest and the greatest from Seoul, 
but I am very dissatisfied with the 
taiserly coverage by the ITV squad 
in Korea of the Israeli participants. 

I don't know what the technical 
problems were, but they did manage 
on Tuesday night to interview 
yachtsmen Yoel Sela and Eldad 
Amir in Pusan after they came 
fourth in the Flying Dutchmen 


event. So why did they never inter- 
view the Torten brothers? Why did 
they never give us a clear picture of 
what was happening to them in Pu- 
san, and what they were doing? 

Whether they liked it or not, this 
was ἃ major story. Israe] bad a team 
there: why was it not covered? Gen- 
erally, why were there not more in- 
terviews with members of the Israeli 
team, their coaches and officials. 
‘Why weren't they asked to explain 
what went wrong when so many 
things went wrong? Or am I being 
ἴσο parochial? 

These Olympics got off to such a 
wonderful start that it’s a great pity 
Johnson made it all go sour for us. 
Every time 1 heard that Olympic 
song, “Hand in hand we stand,” I 
got all gushy and sentimental, but 
now I think of Johnson. and curse 
the human race. 


THE PHRASE I used earlier about 
H.G. Wells's book, “ dislike of the 
unlike,” is normally employed to 
explain anti-Semitism. We had a 
spate of films this week about Jews 
and reactions to them. It started in 
The Jewel in the Crown, where the 
sanity and emotional balance of 
poor, disturbed Susan is restored by 
a brilliant Jewish psychiatrist named 
Samuels. This inspires the revolting 
memsahibs, who are depicted pili- 
tessly as stupid, arrogant. greedy 
bitches, far worse than the men who 
Yan the Raj. to talk about him as “a 
Jewboy." By contrast, in Woody Al- 
len’s Broadway Danny Rosc it was 
Jewish anti-Semitism that got my 
goat, as his Jewish “friends” told 
each other amusing anecdotes about 
Danny. I thought they sounded 
more anti-Semitic than the English- 
women bearing the white woman’s 
burden so inclegantly. 

Some people have raved to me 
about Gene Wilder as Rabbi Avram 
Mutz in The Frisco Kid. I thought he

was awful, and thar the film was onc 
of the worst I had seen in my life. It 
really made me cringe in my own 
soul. but 1 suppose may critics will 
say triumphaniy this was my Ova 
latent Jewish self-hatred emerging. 

Then came Mrs. Delafield Wants 
to Marry, in which Katherine Hep- 
bur acted the part of the wealthy. 
anstocratic elderly Christian lady. 
who gearly dies of a heart attack, 
bur is saved by Dr. Els. a seo 

bysician. The two passionately 
Bi love with each other. much to the 
fury of their respective families. a5 
weil as to the dismay of her preacher 
and his rabbi. 

Love conquers all, and they get 
married in a Jewish-Christian cere- 
mony conducted by 2 man running 
some sort of sect. The Jews and 
Christians get together at last. 

I suppose some Jews disliked the 
theme. but I found the film enthrall- 
ing and convincing.

— sexual love between the aged --

T have always thought that Hep- 
burn was, and is, not only onc of the 
most beautiful women Huliywood 
ever produced; she was and is also 
ane of the best actresses.

Israel Television showed what I 
am sure were the best films it has 
ever put on between the hours of 1 
a.m. and 4 a.m.. to fill the gaps 
between relays from Seoul.

Nobody had an answer to the ba- 
sic question of how many Israelis 
have indeed chosen to become Or- . 
thodox — thousands? tens of thou- 
sands? Each of us knows of quite a 
few cases, and we can't all be in 
touch with the same ones. Rapp sug- 
gested that the movement in the op- 

ite direction, away from religion, 
as on balance been much larger. 

Segal came up with a good line 
when he referred to the Newly Or- 
thodox as “the nouveaux riches of 
religion,” and the humanist defined 
the two camps in a line { haven't 
heard before, but which has proba- 
bly long been around: ‘The reli- 
gious person believes that God cre- 
ated Man; the humanist believes 
that Man created God.” I don’t re- 
call any cute quotables from Ra- 
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vitch, but who knows, maybe he will 
have the last word. 


Some months ago, Yaacov Ag- 


mon interviewed Janet Aviad. an 
American sociologist who settled 
here about 15 years ago and has 
since become an expert on the ha- 
zara biteshuva phenomenon. That 
programme was well worth remem- 
bering over this lengthy span and 
across ail the hours I"ve heard since.

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SUCCOT, THE Feast of Booths or 
“Tabemacles” comes as the finale 
to a succession of holidays. Rosh 
Hashana leaves behind the outgoing 
year, as it is following on the heels of 
40 days of the month of Elul, the 
month of tance. 

The 40 days from the first of ἘΠῚ} 
till Yom Kippur correspond to the 
40 days Moses spent in heaven be- 
fore coming down to bring the Tab- 
enant for the second 


time. Those are 40‘ days 
tension ‘and personal Male ene 
tion, while watching the days of our 
life go by. Yom Kippur, the Day of 
Atonement, summons us back to 
the at-onement with the community 
and the God of Israel. A great rec- 
onciliation takes place and Succot 
comes along to celebrate it. 

“All the days before Succot,” says 
one great hassidic master, ““we 
knock on the door to be accepted,” 
on Succot the door opens and we are 
invited ta enter. We are again rest- 
ing under the wiags of God's protec- 
tion, “in the shadow of faith.” 

That is why when the classic 
sources of Judaism say Ha-hag, “the 
festival,” without adding anything 
else, they usually refer to Succot, 
the festival of festivals; the one festi- 
val whose iain thrust and focal 
point is joy itself, the joy of arrival, 
of making it. The Feast of 
Ingathering. 

On the level of the meaning of the 
holidays, Succot is referred to in the 
liturgy 7 Z’man simhatenu, “the 
season of our rejoicing.” 

The Zohar, the “Bible” of Jewish 
mysticism, describes this special 
aura of Succot in the following way: 

“When a person sits in this abode 

of the shadow of faith, the Divine 

Presence spreads her wi over 

him from above and Al am 

and five righteous ones -- Isaac, 

Jacob, Joseph, Moses and Aaron, 

given by David, David make their 

abode with him. Hence, it is writ- 
tem: “You (plural) shall live in 
booths seven days’ (Leviticus 

23:42)... and a person should re- 

joice each day of the festival with 

these guests who abide with 
him"... 

It is further pointed out that first 

it says ““You shall live in booths” 
and then “‘all citizens in Israel they 
shall live in booths.” The first refers 
to the guests, therefore Rab Ham- 
muna the elder, when he entered 
the booth, used to stand at the door 
inside and say, “Let us invite the 
‘holy guests and prepare a table” and 
he used to stand up and greet them, 
saying, “You shall live in booths 
seven days. take your place, most 
exalted guests, please sit down...” 
He would then raise his hand in joy 
and say, “Happy is our portion, 
happy is the portion of Israel...” and 
then he took his seat... The second 
“live” refers to “‘all citizens of Isra- 
el”; for he who has a portion in the 
Holy Land and the holy people sits 
in the shadow of faith to receive the 
guests so as to rejoice in this worid 
and the next. He must also gladden 
the poor, becanse “the portion of 
those guests whom ke invites must 
go to the poor.” 
WHILE THE spirit is soaring high 
to join company with the holy guests 
that come from above to sit in the 
“shadow of faith” of the Succa, Jew- 
ish mystics did not forget the poor 
on this earth, handing over to them 
the portion of the sublime guests. 

These sentiments of the mystic, 
penetrated with the choicest of one's 
beautiful objects. Noy sukka, the 
mitzva to adorn the succa, served as 
a tremendous outlet for the creative 
aesthetic drive within the Jewish 
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sonl. One generation would pass on 
to another traditions of arts and 
crafts in the decoration of the succa. 
Above all, however, was the -tradi- 
tion that the nicest adornment of 
succa was ἃ poor wayfarer invited to 
join in the abundance and joy of the 


great Master of Kabbala (1534- 
1572) established the custom, based 
on the Zohar, of extending an elab- 
orate invitation to the above seven 
“holy guests," each one on one of 
the seven days of the festival. Eack 
day and its special guest-for-the- 
day. This custom is still prevalent 
today. With the addition that some 
homes would extend the invitation 
to the holy guest aud his spouse: 
Abraham and Sarah, Isaac and Re- 
becca, and so on. 

The booth, which is the succa, is 
referred to in the liturgy of the festi- 
val as the Booth of Peace. or of 
Reconciliation. Indeed, it brings 
about reconciliation between many 
different contrasts and polar ten- 
sions. Exalted spiritual guests from 
on high sit down next to the miser- 
ably poor from the rock-bottom of 
society. Moreover, on the one hand, 
Succot reminds us of the wanderings 
in the wilderness; on the other, it ἰδ ἃ 
festival of the lead par excellence. It 
is a temporary frail hut put the 
farmer in the field at the time of the 
ingathering of the crop, but it also 
represents the clouds of glory ac- 
companying the Israelites on their 
way out of bondage. Succot is a 
remembrance of past history, tells as 
well of a people in exile, outside of 
its own home, but is also at the same 
time a powerful reminder of the re- 
turn in the future of the “fallen hut 
of David" (Amos 9:11), the king- 
dom and the Temple. 


NOT ENOUGH attention has been 
paid to the fact that according to the 
Bible, both-the First Temple and the 
Second Temple were dedicated dur-

ing Succot (1 Kings 8: Ezra 3:1-5). 
While dedicated solely to Jewish 
worship, the Temple in Jerusalem 
was to serve. in addition to its par- 
ticularistic role, as a universal inspir- 
ation for all nations of the world. 

The festival of Succot overflows 
with yearning and longing for the 
Temple of Jerusalem. which was the 
centre for the celebration of the fes- 
tival, in numerous joyful manifesta- 


᾿ ‘tlons. In a poem which is included in' 


the morning ritual of the first day of 
Succot. Elazar Kalir. the great He- 
brew poet of antiquity, draws a com- 
parison between God's tabernacle. 
the Temple in Jerusalem - and our 
tabernacle. the festival booth. The 
original Hebrew verses consist of six 
stanzas of six lines each. The follow- 
ing selection (in Theodor H. Gas- 
ter's translation) is given by Rabbi 
Philip Goodman in his festival 
anthology: 
Where flaming angels walk in pride. 
Where ministers of light abide. 
Where cavairies of heaven ride, 
Where souls have rest at eventide, 

There, ‘mid the sapphire and the 

gold, 
Gad's tabernacle rose of old. 


Yer here, as in a mead aflower, 

Here, as in a bridal bower, 

Here, where songs of praise and

The spirit of Succot 
thus inspired not only the vision of 
unity between one Jew and another, 
but also the uppermost desire for 
unity and peace between one nation 
and another. “Spread over us the 
tabernacle of thy peace,” is part of 
everyday prayer. It is during Succot. 
however, that this prayer is ex- 
pressed more ardently and explicitly 
as a plea for universal peace, as it 
has been foreseen by the prophet 
Zachariah (14:16): “And it shali 
come to pass that everyone that is 
left_of ail the nations that came 
against Jerusalem shall go up... ta 
worship the King, the Lord of 
hosts... and to keep the feast of 
tabernacles.~ 
Among the few (pethaps too few) 
imnovations in the Jewish prayer- 
book since the rise of the State of 
Israel there is a special place for the 
“prayer for universal peace” com- 
piled by the late Rabbi Mordechai 
Hacohen of blessed memory and 
sanctioned by the Chief Rabbinate 
of Israel to be recited on every Suc- 
got on Mount Zion: 
“Our father in heaven! Our fore- 
fathers in ancient days used to 
offer unto you 70 sacrifices for the 
well-being and peace of the na- 
tions of the worid.

“You cannot imagine how grate- 
ful I am that the Loiecdne to 
be a part of this." a sobbing Yow 
said after her team's decisive 77-70 
victory over Yugoslavia. 

Yow, head coach at North Caroli- 
na State and an assistant to the 1984 


gold medal-winning team, was 
named in 1986 to coach this year's 
team. Last summer. she coached the 
U.S. to victory in the World Cham- 
pionships. A few months later the 
cancer was detected. 

On court it was Teresa Edwards. a 
veteran of the {984 team who tock 
“charge in the second half and drove the 
American women fo their victory.

This joke is very unfunny in Ri- 
yadh; it largley explains why Saudi 
production put on such a spurt after 
the ending of the war.

The trouble with this way of pro-

THE SILVER lining in the black 
cloud surrounding Koor can be 
found over Beersheba, and the Ha- 
sin Esh ceramic works there. In a 
revolutionary move, Hasin Esh's 
workers have been given the chance 
of running their own factory as an 
alternative to life on welfare. 

Like many other Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim companies, Hasin Esh in recent 
years has totted up large deficits. By 
the end of 1987, the company, which 
produces clay roofing tiles. had ac- 
cumulated losses of $2.5 million. 
Midway into this year, the situation 
had not improved and Jacob Even- 
Ezra, the new managing director of 
Koor's Consumer Goods and Trade 
Group, decided the time had come 
to make a clean sweep of the 
factory. 

“When I took over,” Even-Ezra 
says, “the lack of production effi- 
ciency meant that each tile cost 
more to make than we could sel! it 
for. I saw we could reduce costs by 
cutting the number of workers from 
60 to 25, and by a 15 per cent wage 
reduction. 

“But then camie the problem: you 
just can't do this in a Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim company via negotiations. A 
more drastic measure is needed, be- 
cause the workers simply don't be- 
lieve the situation is as bad as you're 
telling them. They do not accept 
that Koor is on the verge of collapse 
— they tell you that the State of Israe! 
will collapse before Koor does. 

“So I decided to close the factory 
and start again from scratch,” he 
says. The reaction from the Beer- 
sheba Labour Council was uncom- 
promising. “Nobody closes a factory 
in Beersheba.” labour council head 
Benzi Carmel informed Even-Ezra 
bluntly. 

But Even-Ezra refused to change 
his mind, and insisted that the only 
salvation lay in a complete new be- 
ginning. He knew, however, that 
the factory would have to reopen, 
because “those guys in Beersheba 
are tough, you can't close down 
their factory for good. If we had 
tried to, the situation would have 
been worse than Alliance.” 

Even-Ezra gave the workers a 
choice: they could either run the 
factory themselves under the recov- 
ery programme he had designed, or 
he Fimself would run it on those 
lines. After winning the enthusiastic 
support of Carmel for the idea of 
worker management, Even-Ezra fi- 
nally gained the works committee's

IT'S TOO EARLY to say whether

Work- 
ers at the Beged Or factory in Mi 
dal Ha‘emek have recently ponght 
their factory from Clal for NIS 1. 

This symbolic price is misleading. 
Both the Hasin Esh and Beged 3 
experiments are pure business ven- 
tures. To underline their financial 
commitment to their factory's fu- 
ture, Hasin Esh workers formed a 
cooperative association, with each 
worker putting NIS5,000 into a cen- 
tral fund. 

And although they get to run their 
factory, they have to pay Koor 
$350,000 per annum for the lease, as 
well as 15 per cent commission 
charge on every tile sold and mar- 
keted by Koor. At Beged Or, mean- 
while, the workers only have the 
right to the name on a four-year 
franchise, and all clothes bearing the 
Beged Or label have to be marketed 
through the Polgat network. 


THIS DOES NOT mean that Koor 
and Clal will from now on hand over 
every loss-making factory to its 
workers. As Raya Ratig, head of the 
Histadrut’s Industrial Democracy 
division notes. there are a number 
of conditions that have to be met if 
the turnover is to stand a chance of 
success. 

At the risk of stating the obvious 
(because not all economic decisions 
in this country are based on rational 
grounds), Hasin Esh must have a 
sound economic future despite its 
past debts. 

And according to Ratig, the fac- 
tory’s tumover must have the sup- 
port of the local labour council 
head. Without this official's assis- 
tance, the project will never get off 
the ground, she insists, It is the la- 
bour council head who has to ex- 
plain to the workers that if they are 
to run their own factory, they also 
have to take responsibility for cut- 
ting costs and firing former col- 
jeagues where necessary. 

Other conditions include a small 

workforce (less than 100 employees) 
with a relatively low average age, 
and a stable market for the factory's 
produce. 
FOR THE Histadrut, the idea of 
worker management is obviously 
ideologically attractive. After all, 
the Hevrat Ha‘ovdim holding com- 
pany is meant to exist for the good

But as Even-Ezra acknowledges, 
ideology is not the motivating force 
behind what's happening io 
Beersheba. .

With increasing demand 
by family groups, who have discovered that holidays 
cost considerably less when everyone in the family beds 
down in the same room, TYHA has deemed it worth- 
while to provide more and better services. along similar 
lines to those of a resort village. 

“We're getting rid of dormitory style living” said 
Nitzan, pointing out that all the newer youth hostels

turns into riot

GAZA -- Palestinian teenagers 
cheered by hundreds of demonstra- 
tors defiantly waved banned Pales- 
tinian flags.and pelted soldiers and 
journalists with stones, turning de- 

mayor Rashad Shawwa’s fu- 
neral here into a riot late yesterday 


morning. . 

Shawa died of a heart attack 
Tuesday at age 79. 

He was buried in a small family 
cemetery at the conclusion of a 
cross-town procession that the IDF 
observed from a helicopter and 
rooftops. By prior arrangement, the 
task of maintaining order was left to 
the family, so the soldiers rarely in- 
tervened. Finally, however, border 
policemen fired rubber bullets at 


stone throwers, wounding two per- 
sons, and the family induced the 
youths to di: 


disperse. 

The faneral got off to a solemn 
start at the Shawwas’ stone villa 
near the military government head- 
quarters here. Mourners began ar- 
oving at 5 a.m.; nearly six hours 
before the funeral was to start. Arab 
personages from the West Bank and 


Gaza Strip — both supporters and . 


opponents of the deceased -- and a 
Jordanian Member of Parliament 
were on hand. U.S., British, 
French, Italian, Greek, Spanish, 
Swedish, and Belgian diplomats 
turned up. No Israeli officials were 
there, but President Chaim Herzog 
and Defence Minister Yitzhak Ra- 


hammed Bassiouny. 
The solemn ae once 
the green-covered coffin left for the 


Omari mosque. Youths led the pro- 
cession chanting “Allahhu Akbar. 
We die but Palestine must survive.” 

‘At Falastin Square. they hurled 
empty bottles at soldiers, who 
charged into the crowds, scattering 
the young rioters. The mourners, 
however -- whom an IDF spokesman 
estimated at 1,000 - continued to 
the mosque. The coffin was taken 
inside for religious services while the 
riot raged outside. 


Masked youths climbed to the 


mosque's roof and unfurled a large 
Palestinian flag bearing the inscrip- 
tion “Unified Leadership.” Some 
raised clenched fists and others 
made the “ΜΠ sign, while the hun- 
dreds of people in the street cheered 
repeatedly. 

Several youths used slingshots to 
stone reporters and a few soldiers 
observing from a nearby roof. 

The demonstrators continued 
down Omar al-Mukhtar Road ston- 
ing soldiers. At one point, members 
of the Shawa family linked hands 
and pushed the stone throwers back. 
Elsewhere, they warned the demon- 
strators not to provoke the soldiers. 

The stoning intensified at the 
cemetery. The rioters spotted re- 
porters and cameramen on a nearby 
roof and unleashed a hail of stones 
Reporter Ezra Yanov of Ma’ariv 
was lightly injured, and a soldier 
took a stone in the teeth. 

A sergeant threw stones back, but 
an officer ordered him to stop. 

Stones were also hurled at border 
police below, who finally fired back. 
A rubber bullet knocked a rioter to 
the ground and he limped away. An- 
other hit one in the face and a car 
evacuated him.

British travel agents urged 
to resist aniti-Israel pressure

LONDON - The director-general of 
the Association of British Travel 
Agents has urged his members not 
to succumb to the anti-Israeli propa- 
ganda of those seeking to ruin next 
month’s Abta convention in 
Jerusalem.

_ He blamed a “small Palestinian 
group” for picketing offices, distrib- 
uting leaflets and sending agents let- 
ters containing threats of Arab boy- 
cotts and blacklists. Epstein 
reassured agents that such boycotts 
had had little effect in the past, and 
reaffirmed that Jerusalem was conu- 
sidered “‘one of the finest cities in 
the world for tourists to visit.” 


He went on to ask members 
whether they thought Abta ought to 
submit to political pressure.

Beirut PM vows to defuse tension 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - The 
prime minister in the Moslem half of 
Lebanon’s dual government 
pledged yesterday to defuse ten- 
sions between his cabinet and that of 
the Christian army commander, 
Gen. Michel Aoun. 

Acting Prime Minister Salim Hoss 
taade his pledge during a meeting of 
Syrian-backed Lebanese leaders.

“We are living in a state of illness 
and the abnormal government sta- 
tus is one of its symptoms,” Hoss 
told the meeting. He denounced 
Aoun for trying “to create a faction- 
al military role” by leading an inter- 
im ent appointed by former 
President Amin Gemayel and

The 50 politicians, 11 of them pro-
